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DISCOUNT TABLES FOR 
PIPE COVERING BLOCK 


‘“‘ASBESTOS’”’ is in receipt of a booklet entitled ‘‘ Dis- 
eount Tables for Pipe Covering Block’’ published by 
Holmes Foundry Limited, Insulation Division, of Sarnia, 
Ontario, Canada. 

In an effort to avoid the use of ‘‘ List Plus’’ discounts 
in pricing pipe coverings and blocks they have used as a 
basis for pricing a new ‘‘List’’ in which the prices per foot 
or per square foot are exactly double the ‘‘List Prices of 
August 1, 1907’. Thus a net price quoted on the basis of 
‘*Holmes List less 50 points’’ would be exactly the same as 
the net price at the ‘‘List Prices of August 1, 1907’’ with 
no ‘‘plus’’ or ‘‘minus’’ discounts. Likewise ‘‘ Holmes List 
less 25 points’’ would correspond to ‘‘ List prices of August 
1, 1907” plus 50 points. 

So long as quotations are made on a ‘‘net’’ price per 
foot or per square foot basis there should be no reason for 
confusion on the part of the buyer or seller. However, if 
general price levels are discussed in terms of ‘* List plus or 
minus a discount’’, then some basis for confusion would 
seem to exist and both buyer and seller should have mutual 
understanding as to which ‘‘List’’ is being used as a 
reference point.

GENERAL BUSINESS. 





Practically all segments of the national economy are 
enjoying record breaking prosperity as the year 1959 draws 
to a close. Personal income is at a new all-time high, steel 
production has already reached a new peak and auto pro- 
duction for January will probably set a new historic 
record. On the labor front the aluminum industry has 
reached an agreement with the union. This, in the wake of 
settlements reached with the copper industry and the larger 
can manufacturers, may stiffen the union stand in the steel 
controversy which is still the one biggest question mark as 
to our general economie well-being for the next few months. 
As this is written it appears that both the union and the 
companies will stand pat until the workers ballot on the 
companies’ last offer as required by the Taft-Hartley 
process. 

Corporate reports of earnings continue to make good 
reading and except for the threat of a resumption of the 
steel strike industrial activity should continue at a rising 
tempo for some months to come. 


ASBESTOS—RAW MATERIAL. 


Year to date shipments for the Asbestos Industry at 
the end of November ran 78,800 tons or 10% ahead of the 
same period last year. It is not believed that the optimistic 
outlook of a 20% to 25% inerease in sales over 1958 will 
materialize and it must settle for a 10% to 15% estimate. 

With reference to the export market, again it is felt 
that a year end estimate of approximately a 20% increase 
over 1958 is more realistic than the original estimate. Ex- 
port shipments to the end of October ran 17% ahead of the 
same period last year.

Asbestos Millboard. Orders for this product have in- 
creased compared to the previous quarter. It is the belief 
that this improvement will continue into 1960. The out- 
look for 1960 would seem to be an appreciable increase over 
1959 provided, of course, there is not a prolonged steel 
strike. The situation for Asbestos Saturated Paper is good 
and is expected to improve during 1960. 


Asbestos-Cement Products. The demand at the present 
time is slow and is expected to continue at reduced levels 
for the winter months. 


High Pressure Insulation. The present Market Situa- 
tion for this material shows improvement but is still very 
slow. Competition for contract work continues to be severe. 
The outlook for 1960 is for further improvement as in- 
dustrial construction projects get under way. 


Asbestos Pipes. The Market for this product continues 
to decline seasonally. The outlook for the coming year is 
good despite some tightness in the money market. 


The above comments have been made by various informed 
executives in the Industry. All comments are welcome.

Brake Company, Wilmerding, Pennsylvania). Use of asbestos 
fibre in a composition used for forming brake shoes to be used 
on railway vehicles.
